THE NEXT SENATE. 


Jtia now almost definitely ascertained 


that the silver men will have a majority 
in the next Senate of the United States. 
Of the ninety Senators who will com- 
pose the Senate, assuming that all the 
States will be fully represented, it is 
known that forty-four will favor a 
change in the tariff laws, while only 
thirty-aix are opposed to a material in- 
crease in duties. There are ten doubt- 
fnl Senators—that is, men who, while 
believing that the adoption of the gold 
standard is the cause of the general de- 
pression in the United States, may or 
may not vote for an increase of duties 
on imports. These are Cannon and 
Bawlins of Utah, Stewart and Jones of 
Nevada, Mantle of Montana, Hoitfeld 
of Idaho, Harris of Kansas, Pettigrew 
of South Dakota, Turner of Washing- 
ton and Teller of Colorado. 


In the new Senate Brown of Utah, 


Republican, will be succeeded by Raw- 
UnB, Silver Democrat; Squire of Wash- 
ington will be succeeded by Turner, a 
free coinage man, and Delaware, which 
has only one Ucited States Senator in 
tbe present Congress, has elected Ken- 
ney, a Bryan Democrat, to fill tho va- 
cancy. Senator-elect Kenney says he 
regards his election aa a victory for the 
Silver men of Delaware, who stood 
loyal to Bryan. Personally he favored 
free coinage, and gave .Bryan hia cor- 
dial support. He declares that he is 
unalterably in favor of bimetallism, 
and will voto unfalteringly for it to the 
end. 


As the gold meu allege that an in- 


crease in tariff duties would restore 
prosperity to the country, and as they 
are in the ascendency in the House, 
and will control the administration, 
would it not be wise policy for the 
Silver men in the Senate to permit any 
tariff bill the gold men may frame to 
go through that body? If Congress is 
convened in extra session immediately 
after the 4th of March, and a tariff bill 
passes within a month from that time, 
the people will have opportunity of 
knowing before the general election iu 
1898 whether the gold inen are right or 
\vrong. If they are right the country 
will prosper, and if they are wrong t.Uo 
people can right the wrong at the Con- 
gressional elections in 1898 if Haunr. 
does not raise another campaign fund 
of $10,000,000 or $15,000,000 and buy 
enough votes to keep the gold men iu 
power.

The testimony taken before tho Sen- 


ate Committee on Naval Affairs in re- 
gard to the report on armor plate was 
made public to-day.

ferences between i'he company and the 
United States to arbitration. 


Superintendent Schwab's statement 


of the position of the company on the 
subject of arbitration was brought put 
by a question from Senator, McMillan. 
The colloquy was as follows: 


McMillan—Is it true that the profits 


paid by the Government practically 
paid for all the plant? > 


Schwab—No, sir, it is not true, be- 


cause 'the profits have beun calculated 
on a false basis. We cannot show you 
that without showing yon our books. 
We have refused to show them for a 
good many reasons. In no branch ol 
our business do we consider our money 
so poorly invested as ia 'armor. There 
is no branch of the business that gives 
us so much trouble, so "much worry 
and in which we think we have such a 
poor outlook as we have in armory 
There is nothing which would please as 
better, and we are thoroughly in earnest 
when we say wo v/onld like the Govern- 
ment to take our plant. We have nn 
donbtedly the best plant in tho world. 


Senator Smith—At what cost do you 


propose ? 


Mr. Schwab—We will fix the value

TKOUBtE WITH THE 
WARSHIPS. 


No one wants to cast aspersions on 


the nation's beautiful new navy, bat in 
a modest, inquiring spirit the public 
would liko to know the real cause of 
the recent numerous breakdowns in the 
various vessels of the fleet. After the 
Texas bad gone through a series of 
troubles and the Indiana bad broken 
her turrets, the Marblehead injurpd her 
Blearing gear so seriously that if out at 
sea she certainly would have sunk, and 
now the pride of the cruisers, the 
Brooklyn, butts against a rock in the 
Delaware river and is dragged into port 
by tugs, her beautiful nose deeply im- 
mersed in the waves. 


Without speculating as to the kind 


of seamanship which brings on disaster 
that even the ordinary tramp freight 
steamer would avoid, it is evident that 
some of our new vessels do not show 
very good seagoing qualities. With all 
the intricate apparatus, the delicate 
steering mechanism, the complex sys- 
tems of signals and other paraphernalia, 
the vessels have more trouble than the 
ordinary Atlantic liner. Perhaps the 
very intricacy and weight of the me- 
chanical attachments have something 
to do with this clumsiness on the ocean. 
The modern battleship is a floating 
mechanical workshop, and apparently 
the improvements in hulls and Safety 
devices has not kept pace with the 
growth of machinery.
